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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Martle3^  Public  Health  Committee. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annua,!  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  ended  31 st  December  1965. 

The  various  sections  of  the  report  ai'e  set  out  as  in  previous  yoars 
but  less  inf ormcition  has  been  available  on  public  water  suiDjlies  since  the 
North-Tfest  Yf  or  coster  shire  Water  Board  took  over.  The  Comraitteo's 
attention  has  boon  directed  mainly  towards  the  provision  of  various  major 
sewerage  and  sewa.ge  disposal  schemes  which  are  reported  on  pa-ge  -jO 
Experimentation  has  also  taken  place  v;ith  pro-fabricated  sewage  treatment 
plants  for  Council  house  estates  and  small  village  caeas.  Including 
those  provided  by  private  developers  there  one  nov/  five  in  the  District 
and  so  far  no  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  Severn  River  Authority 
concerning  the  standard  of  purification  achieved  by  them.  I  see  no 
reason  why  they  shovild  not  bo  used  more  extensively. 

Certain  difficulties  vqvq  encountered  v/ith  the  disposa.1  of  the 
contents  of  the  cesspool  emptier  on  Crimley  refuse  tip  during  the  year. 
Alternative  arrangements  have  no?/  been  made  for  this  material  to  be  dealt 
with  on  sand  and  gravel  ?/orkings  nearby,  but  it  is  bound  to  accumulate 
with  time.  The  Consulting  Engineer  has  advised  that  provision  should  bo 
made  for  treating  this  material  at  two  or  throe  of  tlao  proposed  no?/  sev/age 
disposal  ?/orks  in  tho  District  a,s  they  arc  planned.  I  must  support  this 
recommendation  as  I  feel  that  this  macorial  is  a  danger  to  health  if 
spread  upon  agricultural  land. 

Early  in  I965  Y/orcestershirc  Count^^  Council’s  decision  on  the  re¬ 
organisation  of  Local  &ovoz’nmont  was  armounced.  No  major  alterations  in 
the  Rural  Districts  were  proposed.  This  is  unfortvinate  as  there  definitely 
seemed  to  be  a  ca-se  for  amalgamation  which  from  the  Public  Health 
standpoint,  would  have  I'esultcd  in  more  efficient  departmental  organisation. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  at  tho  tine  of  writing  that  the  G-overnmont  hsis 
now  sot  up  a  Royal  Commission  on  Local  G-overnraent  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Sir  Join  Maud,  As  I  fool  that  certain  difficulties  exist  in  the  Public 
Health  field  at  present  I  intend  to  submit  ovidonco  to  this  body. 

My  tlianl-cs  are  due  to  Mr.  Pratt  aid  his  Staff  for  their  assistance 
during  tho  year.

The  services  of  a  County  Mid\;ife  are  ava.ilablo  v/ithout  charge  to  erxe  for 
mothers  di;ring  pregnancy,  confinement  and  for  a  period  of  ten  days  af tcr’.;ards. 
She  should  be  booked  as  early  as  possible  in  order  to  receive  adequate  instruc¬ 
tion  for  the  confinement.  Visits  are  paid  to  the  homo  and  examinations 
carried  out  monthly  in  co-operation  with  the  doctor,  v/ho  v;ill  arreuige  hospital 
consultations  if  necessary.  Free  dental  treatment  is  availablo  during  this 
period  and  may  be  arranged  through  the  County  Rental  Officor. 
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Plealth  Visiting-,  and  Homo  Plursin^  (Sections  24  &  2^^ 

After  the  first  ten  days  the  Health  Visitor  normally  taJces  over  the 
responsibility  for  the  care  of  the  baby  from  the  Hid.v/ife.  She  is  a  trained, 
nurse  nho  has  received.  ad.ditional  instruction  in  child.  Ccure,  maintenance  of 
health  and  the  prevention  of  disease,  and  is  able  to  offer  ^^uidance  to  the  mother 
until  the  child  i,oos  to  school.  The  Health  Visitor  also  acts  as  school  nuxse 
and  being  an  exirierionced  medico-social  worker  is  able  to  give  advice  to  the  adult 
members  of  the  family  on  any  personal  problems  related  to  physical  or  mental  ill 
health. 


The  District  Nurse  is  available  to  act  on  the  instructions  of  the  G-encral 
Practitioner  or  Hospital  u’hen  persons  are  discharged  from  hospital.  She  carries 
out  injection  procedures  and  the  general  nursing  of  the  sick  or  elderly  at  home. 
In  most  rural  districts  the  duties  of  District  Nurse,  Midwife  or  Health  Visitor 
are  combined.  This  is  so  in  the  Hartley  Rural  District  where  there  are  six  full 
time  and  one  part  time  worker  as  follov/s:-

Vaccination  and  Imraujiisation  procedures  are  carried  out,  free  of  charge,  by 
the  patient's  ovm  doctor  or  at  the  County  Council  clinics.  It  is  no-i/  standard 
practice  to  offer  triple  inimunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus  at  3  months  old  and  booster  doses  at  5  and  8  years.

to  babies  over  six  months  old  and  a  reinforcing  dose  given  on 
school  ontr^;-.  Adults  should  also  receive  protection  if  they 
have  not  already  done  so, 

B.C.G-.  Vaccination 

Y^orcestorshire  County  Council  opera,te  a  scheme  for  tho  preventive 
inoculation  of  all  children  leaving  school,  The  majority  of 
parents  agree  to  have  their  children  done  and  it  may  bo  said  that 
tho  scheme  has  met  with  considerable  success.  This  is  a  valuable 
protective  measure  against  tuberculosis. 

Ambulance  Service  (Section  27 ) 

Cases  of  accident  or  sudden  illness  are  responded  to  irrespective  of  the 
source  of  call.  All  that  is  necessary  is  to  dial  999  and  ask  the  telephone 
operator  for  Ambulance.  The  service  is  u.nder  radio-control  from  Y/orcester 
and  ambulance  stations  are  strategically  situated  throughout  the  count:/.  In 
rough  country  an  ambulance  i/ith  a  f our-\.iieel  drive  will  be  used  if  requested. 

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease  are  conveyed,  to  hospital  in 
special  ambulances  stationed  at  the  Isola.tion  Hospital, 

Provention  of  Illness,  .Care  fd-YAl 2J1) 

Convalescent  care  is  provided  for  children  and  adults  not  requiring 
treatment.  This  type  of  recuperative  holidny  is  frequently  roconmendjod  and. 
persons  are  required  to  contribute  according  to  their  means. 

Medical  comforts  depots  ano  mintainod  in  various  parts  of  the  c'ouiity 
by  tho  British  Red  Ci''oss  or  St,  John's  Yuiibulonco  Society.  Requests  for  nursing 
equipment  should  be  made  to  tho  District  Nurse. 

Persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  ma,y  bo  assisted  in  many  ways. 

Specialist  Health  Visitors  work  from  tho  Chest  Clinic  and  \7ill  assist  patients 
to  maJee  the  best  use  of  tho  seim^icos  availa,ble,  Tho  scope  of  tho  iLftor-cn.re 
Committee  foi*  South  Y/orcostershire  ha,s  recently  boon  extended  to  cover  all  chest 
complaints  a.nd  assists  persons  with  difficulties  which  are  outsid-o  the  dtutios 
of  statutory'"  bodies. 

Occupational  therapy  is  available  for  pa,tionts  suffering  from  lenj^thy 
illnesses  or  i/ho  a.re  undergoing  prolonged  convalescence. 

A  chiropody  scheme  is  now  in  operation  for  aged  and  handicapped  persons  and. 
is  being  extended. 
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Porno s t ic^  He Ip  (Soction  29 ) 


Tho  Homo  Help  Service  is  adioinistered  "by  the  Women's  Voluntary  Service  on 
hehalf  of  tho  County  Council,  Enquiries  should  bo  made  at  their  headquarters 
at  91,  Louesmoor,  Worcester,  The  service  provides  domestic  help  for  the  aged, 
in  sickness,  and  for  maternity  cases. 

Mental  Health  (Section  ) 


The  Mental  Health  Sorvico  has  been  expanded  to  deal  v/ith  the  provisions  of 
the  Mental  Health  Act  1959*  This  Act  abolished  tho  term  mental  deficiency  and 
introduced  the  term  mental  disorder,  which  includes  subnormality,  severe  sub¬ 
normality,  mental  illness  and  psychopathic  disorder.  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
have  been  appointed  who  act  in  conjunction  with  approved  Medical  Officers  and 
the  hospital  sei'vicos. 

Statutory  duties  of  the  County  Council  include 

(a)  The  provision  of  residential  accommodation, 

(b)  The  provision  of  training  or  occupation  centres  (available  at

Special  visual  acuity  and  colour  tests  are  given  at  7  ”  8 
years  old,  children  in  need  of  attention  boin,,  referred  to  the  School  Oculist. 
Routine  tests  of  hearing  me  nov;  carried  out  at  5  years  old  using  a  puro-tono 
audiometer,  Childi'on  with  defective  hearing  are  i-eforred  to  special  clinics  for 
further  investigation,  Tho  services  of  a  speech  therapist  axe  available  for 
childjren  with  particular  difficulties,  Orthopa,odic  defects  are  kept  under  the 
supervision  of  tho  Orthopa.odic  Sister,  Children  with  behaviour  disorders  or 
psychiatric  problems  are  seen  at  the  Child  Euidance  Clinic,  Love's  G-rove,  Y/orcosto 

Spihool  Do ntal  Service 

The  dental  health  of  all  children  in  maintained  schools  is  supervised  at 
regular  intervals,  inspections  being  carried  out  on  the  premises.  Subsequently 
treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  nearest  fixed  clinic  or  in  one  of  the  mobile 
dental  clinics  now  available.

This  organisation,  v.dth  reference 
laboratories  in  London  and  elsov.iiere,  is  designed  to  assist  local 
authorities  in  their  investigation  of  outbrealcs  of  communicable 
disease . 

(g)  Venereal  diseases  are  diagnosed  and  treated  at  a  special  out¬ 
patient  department  of  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary  adjacent  to  tho 
Chest  Clinic.  Sessions  are  hold  from  5  “  7  p.n.  on  Mondays  for 
v/omen,  and  5  ~  7  p.m,  on  Tuesda^ys  fox"  men.  No  appointment  is 
necessary  and  treatment  is  stidctly  confidential. 

3 •  donoral  Medical  Seryicos 

There  are  throe  donoral  Practitioners  resident  in  the  District.  Many 
others  visit  their  pa.tients  from  Worcester,  Stourport  and  Malvern,  It  is 
impossible  to  compile  a  suitable  list  therefore,  but  tho  V/orco stcr shire 
Executive  Council  (County)  do  publish  one  and  tliis  is  normally  available  at 
any  G-oneral  Post  Office.  Tho  services  of  dentists,  ojjticians  and  pharmacists 
also  come  under  the  control  of  the  Exocutivo  Council  to  ’,;hor.i  enquiries  should 
be  made.

_SMIT./IIY  CIRCmiSTANCES  OF  THE  iffiSA 


1 .  Water  Supply 

The  Ceuncil’s  ’./ater  undertaking^  was  ti'ansf erred  to  the  North-West  Worcester¬ 
shire  Water  Board  in  19^2,  This  Authority  has  assumed  full  control  of  the  v^ater 
supply  to  the  Rural  District,  During  the  last  tlireo  years  steady  progress  has 
Been  made  v;ith  mains  connections  so  that  by  31 3t  December,  1965>  some  3>119 
domestic  properties  were  receiving  a  supply,  representing  of  all  duellings 
in  the  District.  It  is  estimated  that  some  89/^  of  properties  are  adjacent  to 
the  mains  (see  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's  report)  so  that  there  is  still  room 
for  improvement,  but  this  must  bo  considered  as  quite  a  satisfactory  position  for 
a  district  vdiich  is  entirely  rural  in  character. 

The  Astloy  borehole  provides  uater  i.liich  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity.  Chemical  samples  indicate  theit  the  v;ater  is  hard  (total  hardness  - 
250  p.p.m.)  but  pure,  and  bacteriological  results  are  alwoys  satisfactoi-y  (see 
belov;) ,

Of  samples  talcen  from  shallow  wells  in  the  district  ten  out  of  thirteen  v/ere 
reported  as  unfit  for  drinleing. 

Sinton  &roen__and_  Ifallgw 

This  scheme  v/as  virtually  complete  by  the  end  of  1965*  It  was  much  more 
elaborate  and  costly  thaai  originally  intended  but  qii’ovides  for  a  dry  weather 
flow  of  76,500  g.p.d,  together  i.'ith  8  hours  retention  in  the  stormwater  tanlcs 
and  adequate  sludge  drying  capacity.  This  should  be  sufficient  to  dead  with 
ordtinary  residential  d-evelopment  in  the  area,  for  a  considerable  nuiabor  of  years. 

The  nev;  u'orks  have  been  constructed  v/ell  above  flood,  level  in  the  Laugherne  bi-ook 
and  the  existing  outfall  sewer  \/as  relaid  back  to  Manhole  10.  Two  pumping 
stations  v/ere  necossa.ry  for  the  Sinton  Oreen  area,  one  above  Thornegrovo  and  the 
other  near  World's  Endi,  It  is  unfortunate  that  no  provision  could  be  nadi.G  for 
Crimley  Village,  but  this  v;ouldt  have  been  most  expensive  and  it  was  decidted  to 
make  separate  provision  fox*  this  area  at  a  later  dnte, 

Bransford  and  Leigh  Sinton 

Consid-erable  preparation  was  made  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  for  this  scheme 
during  the  year  after  a.  suggestion  had  been  made  b^^  an  Engineering  Inspector  of 
the  Ministry  that  the  sewage  should  be  pumped,  to  the  d.isposal  v/orks  of  a 
neighbouring  Local  Authority.  This  involves  Upton  E.ural  District  whose  disposal 
works  at  Powick  is  to  be  enlarged  and  to  a,  lessor  extent  Malvern  Urban  District 
to  include  the  villages  of  Shernacre  and  Intorfield.  The  area  round  Powick  and. 
Callov/  End  I’equires  additional  sewage  disposal  facilities  so  it  was  in  the  interests; 
of  the  Local  Authorities  concerned  to  combine  together  fox*  this  project.  The 
drafting  of  the  legal  agreement  has  been  rather  complico-ted  but  it  is  nov  hoped  that' 
this  scheme  till  proceed,  satisfactorily. 


Broadheath 


Little  progress  has  boon  macLC  with  the  proposal  for  extensions  to  the  sewers 
and  sewage  works  for  this  village.  Negotiations  have  boon  rather  slow  in 
acquiring  land  adjacent  to  the  existing  \7orks  o.ndL  for  the  pumping  stations  required 
at  the  Knoll  and  Sailors  Bank. 
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This  scheme  has  heen  draTm  up  by  the  Surveyor  involvintj  the  areas  around 
the  New  Inn  (a)  and  the  Rose  and  Crovni  (b)  with  provision  for  treatment  by 
means  of  an  aerobic  digestion  plant  situated  at  G-lazorubriC'  o  to  the  north. 

Area  (b)  requires  pumping  and  there  is  a  further  area  (C)  to  the  south  which 
is  not  being  dealt  with  for  tho  time  being.  This  work  is  hold  up  at  present 
due  to  shoi’tago  of  technical  staff. 


The  Oxigest  treatment  plant  for  this  village  has  been  ;/orking  very 
satisfactorily.  The  Severn  River  Authority  have  boon  satisfied  with  the 
results  of  effluent  samples, 

3 ,  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  refuse  collection  service  continues  to  operate  on  a  fortni^iitly  basis 
to  all  premises  reasonably  accessible  and  all  household  refuse  is  no^/  collected, 
which  constitutes  a  general  overall  improvement. 

Four  tips  arc  nc\i  in  use,  the  one  at  Hartley  having  boon  worked  out,  but 
negotiations  arc  proceeding  for  a  new  site  in  that  area.  The  sites  at  Clifton- 
on-Tome,  liillhoxipton  and  Yarhampton  continue  to  be  used,  together  with  tho 
Gravel  Pit  site  at  Grimley,  which  is  the  main  area  for  tipping.  Various 
problems  have  existed  during  the  year  at  this  site  due  to  difficulties  in 
obtaining  sufficient  cover  mater'ial.  The  deposition  of  cesspool  emptier  contents 
there  has  not  helped  matters  either  and  arrangements  have  now  been  made  to 
dispose  of  this  materia,!  on  a  more  suitable  site. 

There  is  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  tho  tip  novi, 
but  unfortunately  it  is  too  near  a  main  road  and  impossible  to  fence  off.  It 
\/ould  be  far  better  to  a.bandon  this  aroa  in  favour  of  a  sito  in  the  south  of 
tho  District  if  this  coi.il.d  bo  found.

A  detailed  study  of  the  village  of  Hartley  v;as  carried  out  by  the  County 
Planning  Department  to  explore  the  possibility  of  substantial  development  there. 
TEiilst  it  was  found  to  be  feasible  to  carry  out  such  development,  the  loss  of 
good  agricultural  land  together  v/ith  the  cost  of  improving  road  communications  and 
other  services  resulted  in  the  County  Council  rejecting  the  proposals.

The  Council's  housing  programme  envisaged  the  ei-ection  of  136  houses  during 
the  next  five  years  but  this  is  dependant  to  a  large  extent  on  the  provision 
of  village  sewerage  schemes. 

In  February  the  Council  approved  a  rent  rebate  scheme  to  operate  from  1st 
July,  1965.  Under  the  scheme  all  rents  were  increased  by  £2,2s,0d,  per  month 
payable  by  tenants  vdiere  maximum  calculated  v/oekly  wage  exceeded  £^3>  for 
tenants  vdiere  income  \7as  below  £13  por  week  rebates  were  given  on  a  graduated 
scale , 
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In  September,  the  Council  lost  a  good  officer  by  the  death  of  the 
Housing  Manager,  Mr,  H,  Minshull.  Although  he  had  served  the  Council  for  two 
years  only,  Mr,  Minshull  had  inaugurated  many  improvements  in  his  department, 
including  the  Rent  Rebate  scheme,  and  his  sudden  death  cut  short  a  promising 
career  with  the  Council. 

(b)  By  Private  Enterprise 

The  number  of  private  houses  completed  during  the  year  sho\;od  a  decrease 
from  the  previous  year,  although  100  were  occupied  and  79  under  construction. 
The  rate  of  construction  of  houses  of  all  tyx^os  is  still  slov/  and  this  is  not 
always  due  to  difficulties  in  obtaining  certain  materials.

(a)  Refuse  Collection 

(I  The  scheme  of  fortnightly  collection  from  all  premises  reasonably  accessible 
to  a  collection  vehicle  continued  successfully  and  is  being  maintained  with  a 
j  labour  force  of  7  cien  and  3  vehicles,  two  being  10  cu.yd.  side  loading  tipping 
types  and  one  16  cu.yd.  fore  and  after  tipper  Vvith  power  press. 

In  May  a  trial  scheme  for  paper-sack  refuse  storage  was  started,  some  325 
houses  in  the  Parish  of  Broadheath  being  provided  with  free-standing  concrete 
stands  and  sack-holders.  This  parish  was  chosen  as  it  contained  a  variety  of 
development  ranging  from  relatively  high-density  private  and  council  estates, 
through  village  street  to  isolated  houses  and  farms. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  experience  had  shown  that  no  saving  in  collection 
j  costs  had  been  made  but  that  this  was  outweighed  by  the  advantages  of:- 

a)  Back-door  collection 

b)  More  hygienic  method  of  storage 

c)  Ease  of  collection  and  absence  of  wet  and  decomposing  refuse. 

Little  adverse  criticism  was  received  from  householders  but  the  collectors 
reported  difficulties  with  sacks  damaged  by  hot  ashes,  broken  glass,  and 
animals  and  by  an  increased  amount  of  refuse  duo  to  the  accidental  or  deliberate 
firing  of  dustbins  not  being  possible.  Other  difficulties  experienced  rela-ted 
to  the  overfilling  of  sacks  and  damage  to  the  bottom  of  sacks  loft  standing  on 
wet  ground  awaiting  collection. 

It  would  appear,  for  the  system  to  \;ork  properly  householders  must  be 
educated  in  its  use  and  be  pi-ei^aned  to  give  co-oxoeration  and  that  a  weekly 
collection  would  reduce  considerably  many  of  the  disadvanta,gos, 

( b )  Refuse  Disposal 


Three  tips  aro  in  use,  tv/o  in  disused  quarries  and  one  in  a.  completed 
gravel  working.  A  tip  in  the  south  of  the  district  is  still  required  but 
seems  impossible  to  find. 

Rodent  and  fly  control  v/as  carried  out  systematically  and  ^neater  attention 
paid  to  coveriiii^  material  with  the  result  that  very  few  complaints  were 
received  regarding  nuisance,
